ao far as witness knew. There -ivas no 
rule as to when a man, insane would 
have luoid intervals. It was different 
hi different people. 
Witness said he 


had been promised no money for tes- 
tifying. 
His expenses, however, had 


been guaranteed from and to Tucson-. 
FRED 
COMPETENT 
ELECTRICIAN. 


Frsd G. Cartwright testifed he knew 


Lloyd and his son Fred. He had oppor- 
tunities to study Fred during the past 
-twelve years. 
Fred was a competent 


electrical engineer. Lloyd depreciated his 
son's attainments, which, witness said, 
he held very low. 
All Lloyd's business 


habits were unusual. He never kept an 
appointment. 
He took his own way of 


setting at things, but he got at them. 
He suspected every person whom he had 
dealings with. 


On cross-examination by Mr. Goodfel- 


low, witness was asked if at times Lloyd 
was not a very pleasant man. and re- 
plied that at times such was tha case, 
hut very seldom. He was bright. Some 
people said that Lloyd was crooked. Wit- 
ness admitted that Lloyd had been a 
benefactor of his. A dynamo-tender was 
expected to be at his post all the time 
when on duty. 
There was danger of 


dynamos burning out. 


Complainant then rested, 
giving no- 


tice, however, that he would introduce 
testimony In rebuttal. 


Adjournment till 1:30 p. in. 


YESTERDAY AFTERNOON. 


Mr. Goodfellow then read a number of 


letters written by Fred Lloyd to his father 
when the complainant 
was in Manila. 
Witness was asked if, at that time, his 
father was insane and replied that, he was 
insane on the question of women. Wit- 
ness stated that if he had found his sus- 
picions correct as regards his father's 
treatment of his (witness1) youngest sis- 
ter, he would have shot his father. 
Witness denied that he ha.d said he be- 


lieved his father had mistreated his sis- 
ter, and addressing Mr. Goodfellow, said: 
"And I want you to know it, too." 
"Do you carry a revolver with you 


now?" asked Goodfellow. 


"No," was the answer. 
"Do you intend to threaten me?" 
"No, sir. I merely say that I went to 
you as a friend of myself and my fair.!!;/, 
and told you of the story that had been 
told me of the manner in which my father 
had treated my sister." 
''Did you go armed with a pistol at 
San Bernardino?" 
"Yes. sir, for two or three days." 
"When was that?" 
"It was after I left the house." 
"That was two or three days before 


your father was shot?" 
"Yes." 
"Whom did you intend to use the gun 


on In San Bernardino?" 
"I did not Intend to use it on any one, 
unless some one wanted to use a gun on 


"'who did you think might use a gun 


on you?" 
"My father." 
"Did you send a telegram to your broth- 
er Charles at Fortress Mor.roe In these 
words, 'Father shot by William Boxall, 
justified.' " 
This question was objected to, but the 


objection was overruled. 


Witness answered that he did send such 
a message. 
Goodfellow said that Lloyd was inform- 


ed of the telegram before ha died. 
Attorney Goodfellow read an interview, 
printed in tha Chronicle, between Mrs. 
Samuel Nix of this city, the daughter of 
Mary R. Lloyd, in which Mrs. Nix declar- 
ed that her mother was the wife of Lloyd 
and that she had been married to him In 
England. 
The article went on to state 
that, after Lloyd had come to this coun- 
try, he married another woman. 
Witness was asked if there was any 
person besides himself who could have 
given that information, and replied that 
there were three or four 
persons who 


could have given it, among them Mr. 
Goodfellow himself. 
Witness was asked if there were any 


persons more likely than himself to give 
out that information and objection to the 
question was sustained. 
He was then 
asked If he had not given out the in- 
formation on which the Chronicle article 
was based, anfi replied that he had not 
given it out. 
In response to the ques- 
tion aa to -whether or not ha had not 
spoken to newspaper reporters, among 
them one named Berry, who was an Ex- 
aminer reporter, witness said that he had 
spoken to such a man, but that he did not, 
at- the time, know that he was a news- 
paperman. 
It was upon this article in the Chronicle 


that the letter from Lloyd to Mrs. Nix,

SOUTHERN PACIFIC 


HAS DOUBLE TRACKS. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. .13.—The South- 


ern Pacific Company yesterday began op- 
erating trains over its newly constructed 
double, tracks between San Bruno and 
San Jose, a distance of tnirtyriiine miles, 
which with the stretcli between this city 
and San Bruno, a distance of twelve 
miles, gives the company a double way 
down the coast of fifty-one miles. 
Manager Agler stated yesterday that 
work on the cut-off 
along 
Third and 
Townsend streets and the bay shore to 
San Bruno will begin some time in De- 
cember. 
Meanwhile bids will be asked 
for 125,000,000 bricks, which are to be 
used mainly in the construction of four or 
five tunnels along this route.
